Instruments.—The only indispens- 
‘able instrument is a good watch, pro- 
‘vided with ‘a ‘seconds-hand, and hav- 
ing a white face. It may be well to 
provide a lighted lantern for use in 
case of necessity. The minute-hand 


+ of the wateh should be carefully set so 
‘| @s to be on the exact minute when the 


seconiis-hand is at 60 seconds. This 
being done, it is no matter how far 
wrong the watch may be. 

A good auxiliary will be a conimon 
spy-glass lashed to a round post, so as 
to be st@ady enough to give an easy 
view of the sun. To lessen the bril- 
liancy of the sun, cover the object 
glass with a pasteboard, tin or wooden 
cap, having a round hole three-fourths 
of an inch in .diameter cut in, its 


| center. 


The spy-glass will be worse than 
useless unless one is accustomed to its 
use, and has it fastened so as to be 
steady. 

' An opera glass held in the hand 
may also serve a good purpose. A 
smoked glass should also be prepared ; 


but one part of the glass should be 
smoked very lightly, so that it can be 
used should the day be ¢clondy. 

Arrangement for observation.—Each 
observation should be made by a party 
of three persons. Only one instrument 
of each kind—watch, glass, etc.—is 
needed by a party. ‘A station should 
be-selected where they will be free 
from all interruption, either in the 
open air or at an open window, facing 
south or southwest. Be sure that the 
sun can des ag from your station at 
1 330 P. a trial one or two days 
before the Ss One at least of the 
party must have 'd a "pencil and note book 
at hand to record the time. 

The observation.— When the visible 
patt of the sun is reduced to the nar- 
rowest crescent, the holder of the 
watch, keeping ‘his eye on the face, 
awill begin to count the seconds aloud ; 
thé holder of the smoked glass, with 
or without the spy-glass, will watch 
ior the last ray of true sunlight, being 
careiul to look through the brightest 
part of the glass the eye will bear 
without inconyenience; and the third 
observes, if there be one, will look for 
the disappearance of sunlight with the 
naked eye, and stand ready with 
pencil and paper to record the time. 
When the last ray of the sun has dis- 
ap ared the observer with the glass 

call ‘‘ time,’’ and the exact second 
at which the call was given must be 
immediately written down. The min- 
ute also must be carefully noted and 
immediately recorded. It is best to 
record the seconds first, and then the 
minutes. The observers will then 
await the return of sunlight, the 
count of seconds being kept up. The 
first flash of true sunlight will seem to 
burst out suddenly, and the minute 
and second of its appearance must be 
imumediately recorded with the same 
cate as the time of disappearance. 
The difference of the two times gives 
the duration of totality. 

Valuable observations of the dura- 
tion of totality can be made at any 
points at or near the limits of the line 
of totality, in particular at or near the 
points named below. Observers should 
remember that the fact that the eclipse 
was not total at their stations is just 
as important as the other fact that the 
duration of totality was one, two or 
three seconds. If these observations 
are carefully made and promptly com- 
municated to the Lick Observatory, 
they will serve a useful purpose.
